Ag-Land Fund Is 
Opposed by FB 


Washington, Feb. 24 — A proposed 
fund to invest In agricultural land 
poses a major threat to tho nation's 
farmers, Harold B. Steele, Illinois 
Farm Buroau president, told a House 
Agriculture Subcommittee hearing 
hero today. 

The A g- Land Fund proposed by 
Continental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Company of Chicago “could be 
the first step toward large scale 
ownershp of farm properties by 
powerfuf financial interests,’' Steele 
told the subcommittee on family 
farms and rural development. 

Steele, a member of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation Board of 
Directors, testified on behalf of the 
national organization. The subcom- 
mittee is examining Implications to 
family farms of the Ag-Land Fund, an 
investment trust to purchase and 
manage farmland. 

“Farmers are extremely apprehen 
slve" about the proposal, Steele said, 
feeling that it “would change the 
pattern of farmland ownorship in this 
country from local ownership to 
private individuals or small groups of 
individuals to absentee ownership by 
financial institutions or large corpora- 
tions."
